Used to Reclaim 
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SPRINGFIELD ut* — Four of 
tilt1 world s biggest strip mining 
machines are being used in Illinois 
t i reclaim for agricultural purpos- 
t 
land which bas been stripped for 
c ai 
I. S. Weber reclamation engin­ 
eer for the Illinois Catel Stripper^ 
Assn., said the machine's were de­ 
veloped for the dual purposes ut 
increasing 
strip mine efficiency 
and improving land reclamation. 
The 
machines, 
1.000-ton giants 
4o feet high were developed bv the 
United Electric 
Coal Co. 
United 
operates 
two til them 
in Fulton 
( minty and a third in Perry Coun­ 
ty. 
Truax Traer Coal Co. operates a 
fourth machine af Piatt. 
They are 
the only such machines in use in 
the United States 
The machines are called wheel 
strippers and they run much like 
an over-sized diteh-digger. 
I,MO Yards an Hour 
Placed 
over 
an 
underground 
coal bed some 70 feet down, the 
machines chop through 30 or 40 
feet of the overlayer. Then power 
shovels take over. 
The earth and subsoil deposits 
dug up by the machines are car 
ried -350 feet on 
a belt conveyor 
to be deposited atop a ridge left 
from earlier stripping operations 
The earth is moved rapidly about 
ii thousand yards an hour.

plained, is that “ it keeps the top 
soil on top, without mixing it too 
much 
with the 
rock and 
other 
strata from great depths ’ 
Weber said close to 3.000 acre
